Grounds for 
the divorce as set up in the bill are 
drunkenness and cruelty. 


Mn. Soott relates a aad story ot 


domestic 
nnhappineee 
and cruelty, 


largely tha result of drunkenness on the 
part of her husband. 
The complainant 


is a daughter ot David Blalock, of Mt. 
Zion, worth over $100,000. Her maid«n 
name waa Mary C. Blalook. 
On April 


29,1878, she became the wife of Alexander 
B. Soott, who is now the owner ot 320 
acres of land in Mt. /ion township, well 
stocked. He recently paid $3,500 for 20 
•ores close to 
tbe 
town 
ot 
Mt. 


Zion. 
There are five children, the 


eldest sixteen 
years 
ot 
age, 
and 


the youngest 2 years, Smoe the marriage, 
according to the story told by Mrs. Soott 
her life has been one ot sorrow. Her 
husband has been indulging in the use ot 
intoxicating liquor almost constantly, 
but there was trouble generally known 
until about three years ago, when Soott 
drove his wife ont of the house, and she 
went to the home of her father. Soott 
subsequently went 
after 
his 
wite. 


He 
pledged Mr. Blalook 
that 
he 


would give up di inking and on the 
promise, 
of 
proper 
treatment 


tbe wife went back home with her hus- 
band. 8-ott did not drink for a year, 
but since '91 he has been getting on re- 
peated sprees. Last Wednesday night he 
went home drunk. Mrs. Scott was in 
bed and BO were the chiidren. All was 
pleasant enough until Soott got into bed. 
He then began 
quarreling, making 


charges that somebody had been there 
in hia absence. The wife denied the 
charge, and Soott kicked hia wife ont ot I 
bed and drove her out of the bouse m ' 
her night clothes. She did not know 
what to do as it was bitterly cold. 
Finally she returned 
to the house 


through another door, and one of her 
children called to her: "Mamma, come 
and sleep with me." Soott heard the 
voice of the child, and he rushed into the 
room to drive his wife ont again. She 
Had, taking her husband's overcoat with 
her. She went into the haymow, and, 
with only the overcoat for a quilt, spent 
the night there. The child states that 
Soott went and got his gun and poked 
around the house for ammunition after 
the wife was driven ont the second time. 
Finally Soott fell asleep, and the next 
morning Mrs, Soo t took the five children 
to Soott's mother not far away. She 
then resolved to leave her husband's 
roof 
forever. 
With 
barely enough 


clothes to ke»p herself warm, Mrs. Soott 
started on foot for Deoatur, and walked to 
the oity. She took the railroad track, but 
turned off OE. the way to avoid meetiug 
tramps. On reaching Deoatur Friday 
afternoon, tired and hungry, Mrs. Soott 
called at several houses in the western 
p trt of the city, and sought employment 
as a domestic. She is now living with a 
family on VJest Wood street. Mrs. Soott 
further relates that while the family re- 
sided at Springfield, Mo., in 1888, and 
when her youngest child was but six 
weeks old, Soott threater ed to shoot her. 
He drova her ont of the bouse, and she 
started down town in her stocking feet | 
to find an officer: It was in the winter, 
and the exposure froze both of hor feet. 
The family also lived in St. Louis and in 
Deoatur. While in Duoatnr Mrs. Soott 
was driven from her home, and she and 
all the Children slept in a ooal shed that 
night. 


The hardships and sufferings ot Mrs. 


Scott have been known to a number of her 
friends, many of whom will no doubt be 
brought into court to testify when the 
case oome« up tor a hearing at the June 
term. 


Cyrus B. Presoott, the well-known 


music dealer died of paralysis Sunday 
morning, Feb. 26, at the Hotel Lee, at 
Ashland, in Case county, 111., in the 41st 
year of his age. 


Sine* September 1891 Mr. Freacott b»d 


been in poor health, due largely to too 
oloe« application to business and a ner- 
vous affliction. He sought relief by • 
hunting trip to Michigan and restful 
journeys, but no satisfactory results were 
attained. The beat of physicians treated 
him, and finally he found at least tempor- 
ary relief by taking the magnetio treat- 
ment given by a specialist. He was at 
the Hotel Lee receiving the treatment 
when 
he

paralyzed.

when he was stricken. Mr. Presoott and 
Fi-snk took a walk after dinner and tb* 
former said he had not felt better rinoe 
be became ill. Returning to the hotel 
Mr. Prescott said he would take a nap 
while Frank wrote home. Preaoott bad 
been asleep over an hour, and just as 
Frank was about to go down into tbe 
office to write the letter he went to tbe 
oouoh to find bis brother-in-law paralyzed. 
The stroke cam* just aa he reached the 
bed. 
Physicians were hurriedly sum- 


moned. 
The entire right side was 


affected. Mr. PresooH could not speak, 
and experienced only momentary flashes 
of recognition until he died. Mrs. Pres- 
oott was notified by wire of her husband's 
dangerous condition. She left for Ash- 
laud Satnrday night at 9 o'clock, and 
reached her husband's side two hours 
before he died. Mr.'Presoottdied at4:30 
a. m. Sunday, twelve hours and twenty 
minutes after he was stricken. 
The re- 


mains were brought to Deoatur thjs 
morning on the Wabash, and taken to 
tne family residenoe,No. 331 South Union 
street. 


The deceased was born at P»rn, Clin- 


ton county, N. T., April 30, 1852, and 
came to Chicago in 1871. In December, 
1872, he came to Deoatur, and entered 
the -employ of Frank Har«i», music 
dealer, as a salesman. In 1871 he eno- 
oeeded Mr. Hargis as proprietor, and bus 
since conducted the business snoaesBf ully.

Dr. David Nowlin Moore died at hia 


residence, 511 West Main street, Sunday 
evening, Feb. 26, at 9 o'clock, after an 
illness of thirteen days, resulting from 
peritonitis, which did not yield to tbe 
beat medical skill. 


Deceased wat born March 1, 18*7 and 


consequently lacked but two days of 
reaching hia 66th year. 
He was an 


Iliinoisan by birth, hiving been born at 
Waterloo, Monroe county. Ha waa next 
to the youngest ot A family ot ten chil- 
dren. 
His brothers and sinter* were 


James, William MeKendree,Nelson, Mn 
Wilson and Mrs. Mary 0. Gray, who are 
dead, and Judge Parker Moore, of Kansas, 
Dr. E. W. Moore and Mrs. Dr. Mitchell, 
both of this oity. 


Dr. Moore was raised on a farm, where 


he waa born, and in 1849, at the ag» ot 
22, he became one ot the graa* eolumn 
that went across the plains to California 
(o seek their fortune in the newly dis- 
covered gold fields. He met with some 
success in hia venture, saving enough to 
take him through three courses in medi- 
cine and snrger? at tbe St. Louis 
University, from which institution he 
graduated in 1855, He returned from 
California in 1853 and took up his resi- 
dence in Oarlyle, Clinton county, where 
he practiced his profession until he came 
to Decatnr in 1885. He was a skillful 
physician and was always very popular 
with his patients and tha families in 
which he practiced, and, aa a result, en- 
joyed a very large practice up to the time 
ot his death. 


Dr. D. N. Moore married Miss Matilda 


J. Soott, of Usrlyle, who survives him, in 
the fall of 1856, and to th«m were born 
four children, Henry, J. MoOabB, Lyda 
and Edith, all of whom save J. MoOabei 
who is an attorney at Kansas City, Kas, 
are dead. Henry died at Corinth, Miss., 
during the war, aged 5 yetrb; Edith 
died at the age of 13 years; and Lyda 
Moore Porter died after her marriage. 


When the war broke ont, Dr. Moore 


went into the service as a surgeon re- 
maining over three years and until the 
war closed. He waa first made chief suo- 
geon of the 30th Illinois Infantry, July 
25,1862, to suooe^d Sarg&on William A. 
Gordon, who waa captured nt Belinont. 
Upon the return ot Surgeon Gordon,who 
had been mustered oat to date from the 
day of his capture, the order was revoked 
and be was remusterud March 13,1863, 
and Surgeon Moore was mustered out. 
Be was mu itered in aa surgeon of the 
15th Illinois Cavalry May 1,1863, and re- 
mained in that position until the regi- 
ment was consolidated io January 1865. 
Snreeon Moore also served as Medical 
Director at Helena, Ark., and also at 
Little Book. Deceased was a member of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church having 
joined in his youth B' d rejoined after his 
return from California. 
Smoe residing 


in De3atnr he was a member of Grace 
Church. He was a prominent Mason and 
member of tbe Knights Templar. 
He 


also belonged to Dunham Post No. 141, 
G. A. R. The best tribute thai can be 
Kiveu Dr. Moore ie to state the fact that 
he was loved by all who knew him, 


He was first taken s ok at his office on 


the evening of th» 14th of February with 
a severe attack of oolio which yielded to 
t >e ordinary remedies and on the 15tl\ 
he WHS again at his office the trouble re- 
curring again in the evening. The next 
day be again attended to business but in 
the evening hod a severe relapse from 
wbiob he oonld not rally. He suffered 
a great denl of pain during his sickness. 


The funeral will be from the Presby- 


terian church Tafsdny afternoon, a 2 
o'clock, and will be conducted by Bev. 
James Miller and the Masons. The in- 
terment will b« at G'eenwood Cemetery. 


THE NEW FHESIDIKG ELDER. 


Bev. O. Galeener, late of CJulncy, 


Will Bring HIB Family to 


Deaatur. 


Tha other day the REPUBLICAN an- 


nounced that in all probability Bev. 
James Miller, presiding elder ot the De- 
oatur district, and tor five years pastor 
of the First M. B. church, this oity, 
would leave Deoatnr and twoome tbe 
pastor ot a large and wealthy Methodist 
congregation on the West Side, in Chi- 
cago. All that baa been lacking to com- 
plete the change hia been the consent ot 
Bishop Foster, of tbe Illinois Conference, 
for tha transfer at Bev. Miller to the 
Book Biver Conference. 
To-day B*v. 


Miller received a telegram stating that 
Bibhop Foster bad given hia consent. 
This rsmovea all doubt that may have ex- 
isted, and in a few days all arrangements 
for tha change will be completed. Dur- 
ing the past three months the members 
of the Cuioago congregation have baen 
centering with Bev. Miller and it is at 
their earnest solicitation that the minis- 
ter has deoidod to sever his long connec- 
tion with the Illinois Conference and go 
into the new conference among strange 
preachers and people strangers to him. 
Had Bev. Miller been in charge ot a 
church at Deoatur or Springfield, it ia 
doubtful if be oonld have been persuaded 
to go to Chicago. He finds that the duti«s 
of presiding elder are not agreeable to 
him, and this feeling largely induced him 
to favorably consider the offer exceeded. 


Bev. Miller will take charge ot the 


Marehfield Avenue church on the West 
Side in Chicago. It has a membership 
of about 500, and is in the residence por- 
tion ot that part oJ the bigjoiiy. At 
present the church has no house of wor- 
ship. The West Side elevated railroad 
ran through the property and tbe o urob 
had to be taken down. It cost tha rail- 
road company 840,000, and that sum is 
now in a Chicago bank to the c edit of 
th» ohuroh. It will be Bev. Miller's first 
work to Jireot the construction of a new 
edifice and parsonage. It wll oost over 
$100,000, and will be located at the cor- 
n-r of Congress and Lincoln streets, near 
Onion Park. 


In the course ot a week or ten days 


Bev. Miller will enter upon his duties as 
pastor ot the ohnrge. The amount of the 
salary ia not known, but it is much more 
than is received by eny minister ia the 
Illinois oonference. 


Rev. 0. Gdleaner, pastor of the Ver- 


mont Street ohuroh, Qamoy, has been 
appointed presiding elder for the Deoa- 
tur District to succeed Bav. Miller, He 
will probably arrive in Deoatnr to-mor- 
row to confer with the retiring elder. A 
OhioaifO minister will succeed Bsv. Gt»- 
le«ner at Qaioey. 


The many friends of Bsv. Miller, in 


and ont of ti e church, will be pleased to 
lenrn that be has been called to take 
charge of one of the leading churches in 
tbe big oity of Chicago, He has been in 
the Illinois Conference for a period of 
twenty years. In that time he has had 
charge of many of the beet churches in 
the oonference. He is a power in the 
pulpit. No other minister who has aver 
preached in Decatnr has excelled him in 
the wide range of theology nor in force 
of logic. To hundreds BBV. Miller is re- 
garded as one of the deepest thinkers 
and strongest pulpit orators in the 
west. Chicago's gain is Deoatur's loss. 
All will join ths KBPUBLIOAS in wishing 
R-v. Miller every eaooees aad wide in- 
fluence m his new and larger field of 
work.

Representative Barter of Ohio, who 


favors free trade but wbo has been an 
enemy to free silver, has introduced a 
silver bill in congress that he hopes to 
be able to unite tbe "fundamental prin- 
ciple" Democrats on. flutter's bill pro- 
vides for the free coinage of silver and 
gold at the present ratio end upon equal 
terms. It provides that after ite paesage 
the purchases of silver bullion by tbe 
government shall cease end that the 
mints shall be open to the coinage of 
both metals upon the same terms as ex- 
isted prior to 1873, provided, however, 
tbat all silver and gold coined hereafter 
for the account of owners shall not, have 
any legal tender function and instead of 
b->ing stamped "One dollar," "Five dol- 
lars," etc., shall be stamped "Ten dimes," 
"Fifty dimes," etc. Nothing in this act, 
the bill eftye, shall be construed as affect- 
ing the legal tender function of tbe gold 
and silver already coined or whioh may 
hereafter be coined upon tbe account of 
the United Stat.es and all laws in con- 
flict with this act sre repealed. This 
would give the country a sort of "doo't- 
mentioii-it" dollar tbat would probably 
be followed later on by a "don't-mention- 
it" tariff law.

police officers. 
Charley Leforgee, at- 


torney for Heffner, had succeeded in 
mixing op the testimony so completely 
in behalf ot hia client that for a time it 
waa hard for some of the jurymen to 
know "where they were at." 
But little 


weight was given to the testimony of 
Catherine Lawrence, the assaulted party. 
The fact of the assault was not denied, 
but there were circumstances connected 
with it that befogged the jury to some 
extent. In a general w«y the jury rather 
sympathized with the defendant, and had 
he noii personally insisted on going on 
the stand to testify in his own behalf, 
against the wishes of his attorney, pos- 
sibly he might have been acquitted. His 
evidet.oe in court differed pointedly to 
what hud been given by him in Justice 
Shorb's office.

"One man and his wife telegraphed: 


We will send you 825,000 or more it nec- 
essary to help yon in your present trou- 
ble.'" Bnt the inclosed 81 and 85 affected 
tbe recipients more than nil the other 
offers of assistance. 


"The governor is completely prostrated

IT is most remarkable, yet true, that

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


[From Our Regular CerrapondenU 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27,1893. 


Tbe president is not losing any sleep 


because of the failure of the senate to 
ratify the treaty providing for the annex- 
ation of Hawaii, and of the report tbat 
nearly one-halt of the senate la opposed 
to its present ratification, some ot them— 
mostly Republicans—because they doubt 
the wisdom ot immediate annexation, 
believing a protectorate preferable; and 
others—-mostly Democrats—because they 
DO not wieh the credit ot acquiring the 
inlands to go to the Republican adminis- 
tration. Mr. Harrison has done what he 
conceived to be hia duty m negotiating 
the treaty and in Gentling a meaeage to 
the senate recommending that it be im- 
mediately ratified. When that was dote 
the responsibility WBB transferred from 
Mm to the senate, and there be is willing 
to leave it. Mr. Cleveland may not 
have taken a hand in this business, but 
the sudden change of mind among the 
Democrats—some of whom were only a 
few days ago clamoring for prompt ac- 
tion—is, to say the least, suspicions. 
Some people, but yonr correspondent is 
not one of them, believe that Judge 
Gresbam is responsible for the t ailnre of 
the senate to act, and that he is opposed 
to annexation for no better reason than 
that it is favored by Mr. Harriaon. 


The Sherman amendment to the Sun- 


dry Civil Appropriation bill, authorizing 
the secretary of the treasury to issne 3 
per-oent. bonds, if he considers it neces- 
sary, is now being considered by the 
house and the ultra silver men are ap- 
parently determined to kill the whole 
bill by filibustering if tte Sherman 
amendment cannot be defeated in any 
other way, and it oanuot be, unless its 
friends—a majority of the house—will 
consent to ita detent, and there is no 
present indication that they will do that.

Sales ot Real Estate. 


A. H. Barber, who recently went to 


Phoenix, Arizona, to reside, haa been 
elected eeoretary cf t.he Orange Belt 
Land aud Canal company. In a letter 
of recent date to a friend, he writes: 
"This is surely a land of sunshine, as it 
has been warm and bright every day 
since I have been hare. It hea not 
raineri since last February and yon may 
know that it IB very dry and dusty. All 
of the spring vegetables are in market 
and a great many flowers and trees are 
in bloom. Phoenix is a hustling town of 
8,000 inhabitants, and is full of business. 
The city has a great many Mexicans, 
Chinaman and Indians in it, but all seem 
to get along together very well. Until 
recently there was but one policeman 
and he was the town marshal. A few 
daya ago the council met and appointed 
a nigh; policeman, making two police- 
men for 8,000 inhabitants. There are no 
disturbances scarcely at all. It is per- 
fectly safe on the streets at night for 
anyone without being armed. The Mexi- 
cans are a dirty, greasy looking set, and 
luzy as can be. Some make their living 
by cutting and selling muaoatel brush, 
which is used 
principally for fuel. 


Others work on ranches, some are day 
laborers on the streets, but the great 
majority do nothing. They live in adobe 
houses, which are made from Baud and 
clay and laid up like bricks, though they 
are very frail and sometimes fall with n 
thud, A tribe of Indiana called the 
"Maricopas," live over the river a few 
n-iles and they come in here daring the 
day for supplies. 
They are bare headed 


with long streaming black hair, matted 
together, (never combed.) They go bare 
ooted and the men wear a shirt and 
pants and sometimes a ooat and vest. 
The women are a little more fortunate, 
they wear a black smile and a Mother 
Huboard drees, and are in their glory 
when wearing a flaming red or blue 
shawl. 
They are friendly toward the 


whites and would not think of harming 
you, but let an Apache stick in a word 
and they will fight m a minute. 
They 


have an Indian policeman that looks 
after them and sees that they are on the 
reservation at a certain time. Have been 
out in the country for a drive several 
times and there are some nice fruit 
ranches. This is a great fruit country 
and nearly all the tropical frnite are 
raised. The mountains are all around us 
which makes us live in a valley. 
The 


matter of irrigation is a great thing in 
this country, and there are a great many 
ditches to supply water."

from the address: 


'As we all know, very well, the majority o 


the settlements in the original thirteen states 
were mide by men who were seeking a borne in 
the wilderness in order to escape Irom religious 
persecution, the only encouragement given 
them, for the most part, was the privilege ol 
making their own laws and ol owning so much 
ot the wilderness as they might subdue by their 
own labor. The mother country gave them no 
assurance of Indemnity In case ot failure. Tbe 
government was looked to by our people solely 
as an Institution to protect them trom the thief, 
murderer and ravlsber. • * • They created 
governments tor controlling their affairs, tflat 
each man should be able to enjoy tbe lull value 
of his own product. People had to be selected 
to devote tbeir whole time to tbe government, 
and tbeae being the best men, were selected by 
vote. * • * Our government, though com- 
muuly spoken of as the richest in tbe world, as 
It IB In one seusu. Is the most utterly poverty 
sti cken In tbe land. Oar government Is poor 
because it has no dollar ot revenue Independent 
ol tbe voluntary contributions ot the people 
and cannot expend a dollar the people do not 
consent to. * • * The reason for all the 
order and stability of our government Is 
tbe tact that our people bave not otly 
borne the bnrdens of government, but have 
been the

Whatever policy has been carried out success- 
fully has been the policy ot the people. Politi- 
cians and politics come and go; politics change, 
but through every storm that rocks our sblp of 
state It Is the people, and the people alone, who 
bold tbe helm, trim the sails and steer ber Into 
sate waters. * * • When public office be- 
comes a private perquisite; when we cease to 
obey tbe people; when our people lose the vir- 
tue which has hitherto distinguished them 
among tbe nations of tbe earth; when they be- 
gin to expect the government to support tbe In- 
dividual and not the Individual to support the 
government, the strong will oppress tbe weak, 
revolutions will come, and our system will pass 
away."

made; the canoes of revolutions in for- 
eign countries, etc. Tbe lecture was one 
of the ablest that has ever been deliv- 
ered before the club.

The state senate yesterday received 


the reply of Attorney General Moloney 
to its resolution calling lor an opinion 
trom him regarding the right of auditors 
and state treasurers to receive moneys 
and interest outside of their regular sal- 
aries. The answer of the attorney was 
in substance as follows: 


As to the auditor the law is somewhat 


vague, but it is his opinion that that offi- 
cer can draw bat one salary, and that all 
fees should be covered into the treasury. 
As to the treasurer, he says, in his opin- 
ion, that a treasurer may loan public 
money at his own risk, but is not enti- 
tled to the interest received. He also 
gives it as bis opinion that moneys so 
taken may be recovered, provided evi- 
dence can be secured to prove that the 
facts are i>s suggested. 


Mr. Moloney indirectly scores Lieut. 


Gov. Gill for ordering him to begin suits 
when acting as governor, without one 
iota of evidence npon which to base 
thbm, and he virtually declines to do so 
until euoh evidence is forthcoming. 


To pave the way for legal proceedings
